Springfield, 111., Feb. 10.—Tbe claim of 


H. W. Kokfcer of this city, against the 
state for $13,608 was disallowed by the 
state claims commission yesterday. This 
claim was before the legislature for sev- 
eral years, and was flnolly presented to 
the claims commission.

Farmers After the Jim Corn Planter—Ladies' Ex- 


hibit—Superior Bread, Butter and Cakes— 


Music by School Children— 


'•Farm Management." 


The Republican went to press yesterday 


afternoon while the discussion was going 
on at the Macon county Farmers'Insti- 
tute and exhibit of products at the court 
bouse. The cirouit court room where the 
exercises were held was filled during the 
afternoon and down in the corridors wore 
scores of people viewing the products, 
which, were shown upon the tables. Af- 
ter the singing and the address of weloroe 
by President Bean, there was a very in- 
teresting discussion in which many par- 
ticipated. 


General Dlscnwiton. 


Tnore was another song by the school 


children which was followed by the gen 
eral discussion ou "What Are tbe Most 
Profitable Crops in Diversified Farming," 
led by Hon. W. T. Moffett of Blue Mound 


• township. Mr. l^Jett spoke as follows: 


The question that I am to lead oft in 


the discussion is one tha C we farmers 
have times without number been thinking 
about. In tha discussion I take it that it 
is intended to apply to the oond itions ex- 
isting in Macon county, and include Dot 
only what may grow out of them but also 
be produced out of the vegetable pro- 
ducts of the earth, BO that the farmer may 
have the most left after their expenses are 
paid. In Macon county, is diversified 
farming profitable, is it a bread and meat 
producing locality? So I shall take the 
position that stock, gram and grass prop- 
erly rotated will yield the greater proflt. 
I shall take into account the advantages 
of u system of farming that will best pre- 
serve the fertility of the soil, and not de- 
prive K of its strength. I do not expect 
to escape criticism on any plan that I 
may be able to suggest, for there are so 
many dlflerent conditions that go to de- 
cide the question with different persons, 
that It is to be expected that men will 
differ on so Important a subject to farm- 
era as this. 
I want always to be in harmony with 


nature, so I can receive the benefit of her 
forces. 
Naturally this means that we 


would make corn the main crop, so on a 
farm of 100 acres I would plant 80 acres 
ID corn, (or DO per cent.), 20 acres in 
wheat, (I think we ought to raise our 
own bread), 10 iicres in oats, (I nm not 
much of an oats man but I want a little 
to feed my own stock), 5 acres in pasture 
or hay land, and 5 acres in fruit and lot 
around the house. Tms is just to give 
you an idea ot bow I would divide the 
crops. 
1 would endeavor to keep as much 


stock as I could actually feed; the propor- 
tion of each kind would have to be gov- 
erned by the land. 


We have made a mistake in growing 


•wheat in our country on account of try- 
ing to grow it continually. By rotating 
our land so that all the land will have 
been in clover overy three or four years 
the soil will be kept fertile and remuner- 
ative crops will result. Every farmer 
should rallse his vegetables—all that can 
be grown on his land. 


Don't lake Jerseys. 


I would purge every farmer of the Jer- 


sey cow. (Applause.) Notwithstanding 
they ore the pride of our wives, unless I 
wanted to make a specialty of the dairy 
business, or expected my wife to support 
the family by selling butter, in my 
judgment the farming interests of this 
country are damaged by the Jersey In 
that the profitable beef breeds are so 
mixed with them that there is not a good 
beef grade of cattle, unless It Is not mixed 
with the Jersey. We should endeavor to 
ralae tbe grade rather than to degrade the 
bleed for the sake of a little more butter. 
I believe farmers should keep their calves 
until they are ready for fattening, or bet- 
ter still, until they are ready for the mar- 
ket. As I oame in this morning a friend. 
of mine brought in a little Jersey calf be- 
cause it was a boll calf and it was not fit 
for anything on earth but to sell. 


In making duersified farming profit- 


able a roan mnst exercise his judgment in 
selecting tbe proper breed of stock and 
give the attention that is necessary for its 
fullest development, as well aa tbat care- 
ful labor that will reduce the losses to the 
minimum. 


The farmer must adjust himself to bis 


locality. The reason I suggest this is be- 
cause we are in tbe heart of tbe greatest 
bread and meat producing country on the 
earth. We can compete with ourselves in 
their production, subject, however, to the 
decree tbat, "by tbe sweat of our faces 
•ball we eat bread." This is what we 
farmers expect to do. Sweat a little. 


Another reason for following this plan 


o( diversified farming is tbat tbe entire 
vow ta« work to do. This way each part 
of tbe rear yields its part of trouble thn 
inoome a»d bean its part of tbe incuned 
expanse*.

This is figured 
at $18 a month and $7 for board. This 
is about twenty-one and a half cents a 
day.Cribbing the 4,000 bushels at two and 
a half cents, including board, f 100. Wear 
on the necessary implements, HO. Black- 
smithing, $5. Expense of crib on 4000 
bushels of corn, $30. Add for Incidentals 
18 per cent. 
We havo found that If you 


do not figure In something for incidentals 
you will get left 
I put In forty cents 


per acie for taxes, or f !i3 on the eighty 
acres. 
Interest on the investment, or rent, or 


whatever your conditions are, I will only 
put down as 1380, or $3.60 an acre, mak- 
ing a total of $796.80. Cost per bushel, 
nineteen and twenty-three twenty-fifths 
cents. That is nearly twenty cents a 
bushel. I think tbat is pretty close to 
your figures. If the farmer does part of 
the work he gets for his labor what is es 
tiniated for the labor of one man in this 
estimate. 
In answering the second question I will 


soy'that under favorable circumstances, 
tbat Is, with a good breed of hogs, raised 
with proper car« and feed, we can count 
on ten pounds weight to the bushel of 
corn. This could be increased by milK 
slops, but I think clover in season and oil 
cake in the winter will 
produce ten 


pounds to the bushel of corn. I might 
talk about the other kinds of stock, but I 
have already taken enough of the time 
and I submit what I have said for what 
it is worth.

Q. I. Simpson of Palmer, secretary of 


the Shelby county institute, asked how be 
would rotate to get a good stand of grass 
from corn or any other grain to grass. 


Moffett—The very best I can under the 


circumstances when I start it. In the 
first place I always prefer to use either 
timothy or clover. If I could do no bet- 
ter I would plow np my corn land Ic the 
fall and sow it to grass. Grass loves to 
grow If you give It half a chance. 


"What do you consider the best time to 


BOW clover?" was asked by John Ullrich. 


Moffett—I would sow It as early as I 


could and take my judgment on the frost 
coming and killing It when it came up. 


Ullrich—How deep do you put it? 
Moffett—That 
depends on 
circum- 


stances. If it is dry it ought not to be 
too much under ground. If you have 
sown it on a hard bed or one that is well 
rolled, it 
IB better not to bo too deep. 
It 


does not want to be too deep. 


Someone asked which was his prefer- 


once in the clover. 


Moffett—I have had but little experi- 


ence with anything but the red, and what 
little experience I did have was not en- 
couraging. I would hold on to the rad 
until I had something better. You have 
got your farm divided up into different 
sizes, as you must have it divided in or- 
der to have the use of It for different pur- 
poses 
I think I could manage to rotate 


the crops and got the boat results by aim- 
Ing to keep thirty-five or forty acres, or 
whatever amount was necessary, so that 
every three or four years it could be put 
In pasture or clover for pasture purposes 
or In timothy for hay 
I would always 


use a little clover anyhow. I tried pure 
timothy until I think It is not the thing. 
I would mix them and besides you are 
building up your ground and timothy is 


ot much of a fertilizer. 
The idea Is 


o practically restore your land and so 
bat you can expect to keep it in good 
onditijn. 
Senator Maneoke—Do you believe that 
0 per cent In oorn will preserve the fer- 
ility of the soil without using a special 
ertiltzer? 


Moffett—I do believe we can. But if 


t is necessary to use a special fertilizer 
lat is a very Important question. 
Maneoke—I agree with yon there. 
Moffett—I was raised up in this coun- 


ry when It was thought the land would 
ever wear out. I have some ot the old- 
st cultivated land In this part of the 
ountry. If I bad kept a record of it I 
blnk it would show tbat it has produced 
s much as any land, but I know that we 
mnst save our soil or we will get where 
we will have all we can possibly do to 
make a living. 


Maneoke—It is my opinion tbat this is 


entirely too much. We will impoverish 
he soil by growing fifty acres of corn each 
rear. 


John Ullrich—While we are on the sub- 


ject of fertilizers I would like to ask it, 
rou have had any experience with mam- 
moth olover. 


Moffett—I have bad no personal experi- 


ence, but have a neighbor who thought It 
was going to be just the thing. 
While It 


baa a very rank growth, be found It was 
a detriment or at least be has such an ob- 
jection to it that he does not grow it any 
more. 


Ullrbh—Didhe tell you the objection 


to it? 


Moffett—I could not state just the ob- 


jection to it. I nave been one of those 
fellows who prefer to watch others instead 
of trying myself. 


Camp of Harriatown—My father raised 


mammoth clover when I was a boy, bat 
gave It np after a while for the reason 
tbat it grow* but on* crop a year. About 
the middle of Angtut when the meadows 
an getting dry. It dies down and tbat !* 
the last of it until tbe next year. 


Mr. Simpson of Palmer atked if be had 


bad any experience In sowing spring 
wheat. 


Moffett—I have had some, hot it was a 


good while ago. There was a time here 
when tbe farmers were not troubled so 
much with chinch bugs and raised twenty- 
five or more bushels to the acre. Then 
they came and it was the ec»lo, and the 
wheat was not worth anything, but occa- 
sionally did well, and I have been think- 
ing whether we nvgbt not experiment a 
little more. I do not think it would hurt 
anymore than raising corn at fifteen 
cents a bushel. It is a good time to ex- 
periment. I believe I would experiment, 
John. 
(This to John Ullrich.) 


Wade of Decatur—Is there any one here 


tbat knows anything about the sample 
seed tbat is offered by tbe millers here? 
Can we get us good flour out of it? 


Moffett—I do not know what tbe mill- 


ers are offering, but they are as much in- 
terested in getting seed that is adapted to 
this section of the country as tbe farmers 
are: and anything they might offer I 
should think would be all right. 


Wade—We have tritd tbe Canada club, 


but we did not get good flour out of it. 
If we could get hold of some goad seed 
that would make flour I would be in- 
clined to try it. 


Sherry Johns—I would like to ask if 


you would sow clover in any other time 
than the spring. 


Moffett— Last year you could sow It 


either in the fall or the spring, one just 
as well as the other. 


Johns—Clover eeed matures in the sum- 


mer time. I always bad better success by 
sowing seed in the fall in the corn stub- 
Me, and always had better success In rais- 
ing clover than anything, but I have al- 
ways had better success in sowing seed in 
the time when nature does, when It ma- 
tures in tbe full. 


Moffett—How would that do with corn? 


(Laughter and applause.) 


Joshua Green -The Canada club clover 


was unsuccessful In this conrtry thirty 
years ago for the reassw that it Is too late 
for this climate. I was successful in rais- 
ing the wheat this last year, I did not 
harvest it, however, but tbe little chinch 
bug did for me. I got tbe best stand of 
clover from seed planted in September for 
tbe reason that if the seed is in the fall 
tbe plant will be hardy enough to stand 
our seasons. 
My success has been to 


.plant It when I sowed the wheat In Sep- 
tember. 


William Combes—The gentleman spoke 


about the Canada club. I believe if a 
fellow had taken a club to me instead of 
the wheat it would have been better for 
roe. I paid 13 a bushel for tbe seed and 
between spring and fall I had lost it all. 
If I ever try spring wheat again I hope 
somebody will take a club to me. Then 
chinch bugs are in the way of wheat. 


Ullrich suggested that tbe best way 


was to get seed grown away from here. 


Daniel Stookey of Harristown—I have 


raised spring wheat until tbe bugs got to 
be too bad, but I did not see why it should 
be any more liable to tho bugs than any 
other kind of wheat. 


The president then reminded tbe gen- 


tlemen that they were supposed to be 
talking on tbe subject of diversified farm- 
ing; not wheat. 


Joshua Green—I want about one-fourth 


of my farm Ingrain undone-half in grass. 


There were calls for Manooke, but that 


gentleman replied that as there were 
many interested in the mammoth clover 
he would like to hear from a man for 
whom he had hulled thousands of bush- 
els of mammoth colover seed, Mr. Deck. 


Mr. Deck responded with tbe fact that 


in his judgment for poor land the mam- 
moth clover was tho very best kind to 
sow. 
To be sure there would be bat one 


crop rais=d. but it would Increase the fer- 
tility of tho soil in that proportion. 


Clark of Decatur advocated tho sowing 


of timothy and clover together, as there 
would be two crops a year. 


Manecke—If you havo poor land such 


as you think would make a good brick 
yard, if you will sow it in mammoth 
clover you will bo greatly repaid in thd 
fertility of the soil arid Its increased por- 
osity. The mammoth clover is one of tbe 
greatest fertilizers known. 


Owens—What time is best to sow this 


clover'' 
"I hive seen it sown with wheat," re- 


plied Mr. Manecke. 


Wade asked if he had had any experi- 


ence In feeding this mammoth clover. 


Manecke—It has about as much nutri- 


ment as hazel brush. 


Wade—Then you would raise it for fer- 


tilizing alone' 


John Ullrich—I have raised thin kind 


of clover for fertilizing purposes, but if 
you cut it when it is green, put it care- 
fully In the mow it makes very gocd oow 
feed, Indeed, but if you wait until It is 
ripe then of course you will have nothing 
left but brush. It depends altogether 
upon what you are growing it for. 


J. S. Crawford of Iowa, asked what 


time mammoth clover should be cut for 
bay. 


Manecke replied before it got ripe for 


feed purposes, but if it was wanted for 
the seed let It ripen thoroughly. 


This closed the discussion of the ques- 


tion, but Wade sprung a new one on the 
institute in tbe form of an interrogation 
as to whether any plan had been discov- 
ered to destroy the morning glory vines 
that threaten the farmer. 
Various plans 


were suggested but the one most advocat- 
ed was the prevention of seeding, either 
by pulling up tbe plants, or by thorough 
cultivation 
of

If a man is adapted to the rule 
me of live stock he will generally make 
success of it, whether be raises horses 
cattle or bogs. In regard to stock ther 
is a difference of opinion. Some me 
like one breed and others like another 
breed.

to that kind. There are two points wblo 
should be looked after ID the selection o 
cattle.

Tlio bir 
took a prize at the Atlanta exposition 
having scored 36 points, a scoro whic 
has not yet been beaton. Mrs. Judy ha 
a medal which she received for the birc 
In speaking of the raising of flno poultr 
Mrs. Judy said: "I am g?ad that th 
day has passed when poultry culture fo 
flne points is considered only a fad. Th 
term "fancier" now means a practica 
person engaged in practical work. Beaut 
and utility are identical in tho work t 
the fancier, ho must have some systun 
and combine art, nature ond utility. T 
make a success of poultry raising from 
financial standpoint the first essential I 
to build a reputation for honeEt dealing 
If you are honest, have a lot'of experience 
and a little money and also a natural lov 
for the work, you cannot fail. 
It is foil 


to begin poultry farming without mone 
and equally as foolish to undertake 
without expericnco, A man with exper 
ence can work on less knowledge than on 
without any experience at all. A grea 
many poultry farms are started annual! 
by men of wealth who must employ labo 
to operate It. If they are ablo to ge 
competent help they can establish tb 
place but if they get what is known a 
cheap labor there will be a loss from tb 
start. I am convinced that the capitalis 
realizes the necessity of experience an 
that the practical monied business me 
are realizing that the poultry busines 
pays. 


"To make money raising poultry 


would follow three lines, marketing fin 
stock for breeding purposes, with poultry 
for the market as one side issue am 
eggs for the market as a second side is 
sue. The latter I would make pay all tb 
expenses and would expect a clean profl 
from the sale of the breeding and marke 
fowls. It has always been my desire tt 
run a model poultry farm. Having expe 
rlence gained in almost a half century o 
close work and study and having made 
success without capital I would not fea 
to use capital if I had it. To make grea 
money one must have cipital to start 
One must attend the poultry shows, reac 
the poultry journals and be able to pro 
duce stock which will win against stroni 
competition. 
You must advertise. It i 


expensive to advertiso but more oxpensiv 
not to do so. You must keep In touch 
with all the whole fraternity and it ex 
tends all over the civilized world.

must support. 
Once having establishec 


a name for honest dealing and yon be 
come known by all the poultry and com 
mission men and your stock and consign 
ments will always bring good prices. 
Caterers to the refined taste of the wealth:
